Councilors Monday night debated ana some at- 
tempted to repeal the ordinance that prevemted 
public employees in Agawam of even having the 
chance to seek elected office, either im Agawam 
or in the community they live. 

Councilors approved 8-3 the amendment of- 
fered by Town Council Vice-President George Bit- 
zas which reads ‘no employee of the Towm of 
Agawam or the Agawam Public Schools sfeall serwe in 
any publicly elected office in the Town of Agawam. - 

Bitzas says the amendment to the ordinance 
clarified the situation for all town employees. He 
again reiterated that his amendment now allows 
town employees to seek elected office and alliows 
employees who live in other communities to do 
the same. (For example, if a town employee who 
lives in West Springfield ran for Selectman there 
and won, he/she could keep their job aS an 
employee in Agawam. This is prevented in the old 
ordinance.) 





Old Town Meeting Days

He indicated that there is no room in govern- 
ment for town employees to also serve as an 
elected public official in the same community. 

Several councilors were also critical of the 
various legal interpretations given on the matter, 
especially Councitors Walter A. Balboni. 

Balboni nearly threw his hands in the air in 
disgust, noting that much confusion still exists 
over which lawyers’ interpretation of the law was 
correct. 

Councilor Thomas Ennis said the issue was 
allowing individuals the opportunity to ‘hide 
behind the constitution for their own personal 
gain.” He later added, ‘Constitutional law gives 
us politicians something to talk about. Give Of- 
ficer Brown a shot. If he wins, that’s what the peo- 
ple want.” 

Both Russo and Ennis later became embroiled 
in an exchange, which prompted council Presi- 
dent James D. Taylor to shut off their 
microphones. 

Councilor Joanne Willis said the council was 
confusing what Brown and Attorney Bonavita 
were seeking. She added, “The petitioners are 
dealing with the issue of constitutional rights. 
The voters of Agawam should have the final say 
and we (the council) are trying to keep them out of 
this equation.” 

Voting in favor of the amendment_were Nancy 
Gravel, Jessie Fuller, Gary Suffriti, Richard Brin- 
dle, Balboni, Caba, Mrs. Willis, and Bitzas. 

Dissenting were Russo, Ennis, and Taylor. 

Eight votes are necessary to pass the second 
and third reading at Monday's special meeting. 
So, all of the eight councilors who voted in the af- 
firmative Monday must do the same this Monday 
night. 

The deadline for submitting nomination papers 
is Tuesday, August 17th.

—If possible build on a flat area instead of a 
slope. . 

—Keep roof and gutters free of leaves, pine 
straw, moss, etc. 

—Dispose of ashes from grills, stoves, and 
fireplaces by placing them in a metal container, 
soaking with water and burying them. 

—Flammable materials like firewood or jumber 
should be stored at least 100 feet from the house.

Yard Waste Collection 
To Start August 9th 


The Department of Public Works wishes to ad- 
vise Agawam residents that a yard waste collec- 
tion will commence on August 9th in accordance 
with the collection schedule listed below. 

The term yard wastes shall mean grass clipp- 
ings, leaves, weeds, garden materials, shrub trim- 
mings and brush or limbs, bundled in lengths not 
greater than three (3) feet. 

All yard waste except bundled brush or limbs 
must be placed in a 30-gallon, two-ply Kraft paper 
bag for such collection. Plastic bags are not 
allowed. 

All yard waste to be collected shall be placed at 
the treebelt by 7:00 a.m. of the scheduled collec- 
tion day.

People who drink and drive are the leading 
cause of highway deaths across the nation each 
year. It is estimated that by the year 2000, more 
Americans will have been killed in alcohol related 
crashes than in all the wars in U.S. history. 

In addition to these deaths, thousands of per- 
manently disabling injuries, and billions of dollars 
in economic loss will be experienced. Heavy 
drinkers are a major problem because they tend to 
drink and drive over and over again. Social 
drinkers, however, can be just as dangerous even 
though they drink and drive only occasionally. 

Anyone, male or female, young or old, who 
drives after drinking is a threat to themselves and 
others on the highway. Currently, all 50 states 
have laws against driving while intoxicated. 
Penalties can range from fines to jail terms to loss 
of license, to mandatory alcohol education pro- 
grams. Repeat offenders may well find 
themselves behind bars and without a license to 
operate for a long time. 

Your BAC (Blood Alcohol Content) is used to 
measure degrees of intoxication. BAC is the 
amount of alcohol expressed as a percentage and 
determined by a breath, blood, or urine test. 
Alcohol consumed in any amount can impair your 
ability to drive safely. Your BAC depends on a 
number of things, such as your body weight, how 
fast you drink, your mood, what you drink, and the 
amount of food in your stomach. 

Twelve ounces of beer, five ounces of table 
wine, and one and one-half ounces of 80-proof 
hard liquor all contain about the same amount of 


0 to .04 on the breathalyzer is not considered 
under the influence, even though impairment is 
possible. 

A reading of .05 to .09 is sufficient to hold an in- 
dividual on a charge of driving under the influence 
of alcohol. Mental and physical impairment is 
usually noticeable with this reading, although no 
presumption is made. In all 50 states, a reading of 
-10 and above, and the individual is presumed to 
be under the influence. The risk of a car crash in- 
creases as your BAC increases. 


A person with a .15 reading increases their 
chances of accident and Injury by 25 times. Over 
One and one-half million people are arrested every 
year for driving while intoxicated and that’s only a 
small percentage of those who drive after drink- 
ing. If you are lucky enough to avoid arrest, you 
may well turn out to be one of the 25,000 who die 
or 500,000 who are injured each year on the 
highway as a direct result of drinking after driving. 

In addition to our responsibility to drive sober 
and safe, we also have an obligation to report 
those who appear to be driving under the in- 
fluence of alcohol. Drinking drivers are most com- 
mon at night and will usually exhibit some of the 
following behaviors: making wide turns, straddi- 
ing the center line, weaving, drifting or swerving, 
driving with headlights off, and crossing into the 
wrong lane. 


If you suspect an operator is under the in- 
fluence, call in to the police with a description as 
soon as possible. A timely arrest will more than

“Given the murder rate from domestic violence- 
related incidents, this funding is critical,” Melco- 
nian stated. ‘There are thousands of women and 
children throughout the state living in constant 
fear, who need a safe haven to obtain long-term 
safety for themselves and their families. | am 
relieved that the State Senate recognized this 
tragic reality, particularly given the razor-thin 
defeat during the budget deliberations.” 

Senator Melconian has been a strong supporter 
of battered women’s advocacy programs. On 
August 30th, she will sponsor the first annual Lin- 
da Melconian Golf Open, a charitable event to 
benefit the battered women of Hampden County. 
The proceeds from the event will support Hamp- 
den County’s three battered womens’ shelters: 
The Women Shelter/Companeras in Holyoke, and 
the two battered women’s shelters of the YWCA 
of Western Massachusetts. 

Melconian concluded, ‘‘Last year, awoman was 
killed by her partner every 12 days.

Liver Transplant

Shirley Belden, 49, daughter of Reginald Poirier 
of 193 River Road, Agawam, has been diagnosed 
with “primary biliary cirrhois.” Mrs. Belden has 
been told she needs to pay $200,000 before she 
can be put on a waiting list for a much-needed 
liver transplant. 

Mrs. Belden and her husband, Buddy, live in 
Arizona and have been operating a radio and 
television repair shop in Sierra Vista. The Beldens 
were living in Agawam until about five years ago. 

They have two daughters, Lynne and Lori, and 
each attended Agawam High School. The Beldens 
also have three grandchildren and were members 
of St. John the Evangelist Church while here. 

Mrs. Belden’s liver condition was discovered 
after a gall bladder operation. Primary biliary cir- 
thois is a liver condition most common in middle- 
aged women. 

“The immune system attacks the body rather 
than keeping sickness away,” Mrs. Belden’s hus- 
band, Buddy told us. “She’s not in immediate 
danger of dying. It’s the exhaustion and the 
nausea. She used to be an energetic person.” 

Health Policy Won’t Cover Transplant 

The Beldens had subscribed to University 
Physicians of HMO Blue for their health in- 
surance. However, this policy will not cover liver 
ailments such as Mrs. Belden’s. The couple has 
since dropped that health plan to a form of in- 
surance that will at least cover her medication. 

“We're just waiting for an answer. Who can 
come up with $200,000,” lamented Mrs. Belden’s 


father, Reginald, from his Agawam home. “It’s. 


been very frustrating for the entire family.” 

Doctors have not said how long Mrs. Belden 
can wait for the operation. She spends much of 
her time in bed, and her health continues to 
decline, added Poirier. 

In fact, she recently spent eight straight days in 
bed because of exhaustion due to the illness. 

Four women in Sierra Vista have recently form- 
ed the Southern Arizona Transplant Fund, a cor- 
poration with the purpose of funding a transplant 
for Mrs. Belden. She far, a little over $1,000 has 

beed raised, not including donations from 
relatives. ; 

“The disease is in the liver itself and when they 
put in a new liver, it gets rid of it,” Belden told us. 
May Pay A Visit 

Poirier and his wife, Millie (Mrs. Belden’s step- 
mother), are still hoping to visit their daughter 
soon. “Buddy (Shirley's husband) doesn’t recom- 

mend this because she gets tired so easily,” ac- 
cording to Poirier. 

Mrs. Belden’s daughter (Lynne) and two of her 
randchildren have already paid a visit to Arizona 
rom their home in Washington. 

“All | have is the phone,” Poirier said Monday. 
‘It’s been tough. The transplant is needed in the 
near future. Time is limited.”

Financial Planning 
For A Job Layoff 


The possibility of job loss in these slow 
economic times has made many people concern- 


ed about their financial futures. nfortunately, it’s 
taking longer than ever for people to find new jobs 
once they’ve been laid off; and, when they find 
new jobs, their income is often less than what 
they were making before. 

‘The good news is that there are ways to 

minimize the pain of a job loss. Here are some 
Steps you may consider to prepare for the 
possibility of a job loss: 
__ © Spend wisely and build a cash reserve. Saving 
is important in good economic times, but it is 
critical if there is a job layoff on the horizon. Some 
things to keep in mind when deciding how much 
to save in a cash reserve include the amount of 
severance pay that may be available, the increas- 
ed cost of insurance after leaving the job, medical 
insurance deductibles that may need to be paid in 
an emergency, and job-hunting expenses. 

e Know your rights when it comes to benefits. 
The Consolidated Omnibus Budget Reconcilia-’ 
tion Act of 1986 (COBRA) rules mandate that all 
companies with more than 20 employees must of- 
fer group insurance coverage for a minimum of 18 
months after you leave the job. The cost of this 
coverage to the former employee is generally 
higher than when you were employed by the com- 
pany. Even so, it often makes sense to continue 
coverage through a former employer rather than 
trying to find new insurance coverage after a job 
layotf. The group coverage also can help tide you 
over on your new job if you are facing a waiting 
period to obtain coverage under your new com- 
pany’s plan. 


~ Your former employer must notify you within 44— 


days of the event that makes you eligible for 
COBRA benefits. You then have 60 days to decide 
whether or not you want coverage. It’s important 
that you respond to your former employer within 
this “grace period.” If you don’t, your rights to 
coverage may expire and you will no longer be en- 
titled to extension of group coverage. 

° Take care in rolling over retirement money. 
Congress has passed a new law, taking effect in 
1993, that will require former employers to 
withhold 20 percent of lump-sum pension distribu- 
tions if the money is not withdrawn and not 
transferred to a new employer's plan or to an IRA. 
And if the employee isn’t 5912 years of age, an ad- 
ditional 10 percent penalty will be assessed for 
early withdrawal. 

e Start keeping an eye on job opportunities. It's 
always a good idea to have a network of contacts 
who may lead you to future jobs. Compare some 
of the job opportunities you hear about through 
your network to your current situation. Is it likely 
that you can match your salary elsewhere? How 
long is it likely to take to find a new job? This type 
of research into job opportunities also will help 
when it comes to evaluating different salary and 
benefit packages in job offers.

“Median incomes for both the first-time buyers 
and move-up buyers continued rising, and borrow- 
ing costs are at their lowest levels in 20 years,” 
says Landry. ‘‘However, the difficulty in coming 
up with a down payment is still the largest 
obstacle to home ownership for first-time buyer.”

Archery Business 
Continues To Grow 


For Swk. Firm

Southwick: As a young boy, Jon Lombella learn- 
ed the fine art of archery, target and shooting 
game on his grandparents’ 90-plus acre 
Southwick farm. As a young man (27), Jon 
Lombella is a Southwick businessman and proud 
owner/operator of Cycle Competition & Archery. 
_ In January, the business added the archery sec- 
tion to Cycle Competition and put in an indoor 
bow and arrow range. In fact, the indoor 
Southwick range is one of very few in the area, the 
closest being in Chicopee. 
_ “Archery,” said Lombella, “is the fastest grow- 
ing family sport in the country.” He went on to ex- 
plain the reason is low cost, indoors for the 
winter, central air-conditioned range for hot sum- 
mer. days, and a person can enjoy the challenge of 
hunting without actually killing an animal. 


“The real up-and-coming thing in archery,” said 
Lombella, ‘is 3-D sport. There are 15 different, 
three-dimensional, life-sized animals made of 
self-repairing ethofoam. For example: wild boars, 
turkeys, standing bear, and deer, all with targets 
on them.” 

Every Sunday, the Agawam Sportsman Club 
hosts a 3-D shoot and trophies are given in 
various categories. “There are categories for men, 
women, and juniors (children), and you can shoot 
all day for $6," Lombella told us. ‘Many families 
come for the day,” he added, ‘shoot for three 
hours, go into the clubhouse for lunch, and go 
back out to shoot again. It really makes for a 
great, low-cost day of family sport and entertain- 
ment.” 

Jon’s wife began shooting only three months 
ago, and has already taken three first-place 
trophies for 3-D shootings. The sport is something 
they can enjoy together. 


At Cycle Competition & Archery there are four 
shooting lanes. You can enjoy the sport in a com- 
fortable, air-conditioned setting for $5 an hour or 
$3 for a half-hour. 


Everything is very well supervised, and Jon 
Lombella is always on hand to advise on the size 
and pressure of bow according to one’s weight, 
strength, and arm distance or reach. Jon advises 
beginning with a light bow and gradually working 
up. ‘‘We’re here to help in any way we can,” said 
Lombella, ‘but do appreciate adults accompany- 
ing kids under 14.” 


Not Quite Like Days of Robin Hood 

Archery has come a long way since the days of 
Robin Hood, when a bow might be crafted froma 
bent tree limb. ‘Today's equipment is very 
hi-tech,” Jon told us. ‘Our Jenning’s Compound 
Bows are all made of 60-61 aluminum (same 
material used in aircrafts) and don’t change or ex- 
pand in extreme heat or cold. The mechanical 
release,’’ he said, ‘‘makes your bow almost as ac-

curate as a rifle and the bows have 20-, 30-, 40-, 
and 50-yard sites on them.”’ Lombella added that 
being able to judge yardage is important in the 
sport of archery. 

Cycle Competition & Archery carries the Jenn- 
ing’s line of bows, but can order any line. They use 
bi delta arrows and make all of their arrows right 
on the premises. “We make them here and that 
way, we can guarantee all our arrows,” said Jon. 

The shop also stocks a full line of camouflage 
clothing, archery and hunting supplies, portable 
tree stands, arrow rests, sites, and gloves.

Determining The Price 
Of Your Home 


Why is it some homes sit on the market for 
years while others sell like hot cakes? Frustrated 
sellers will blame a bad market, while a good real 
estate professional will tell you that many times, 
a slow sale is often attributed to the listing price. 

If a home is over priced, buyers will stay away. 
But if the home is competitive with similar homes 
in the area and ‘“‘shows” better than the competi- 
tion, it will have a better chance of being sold 
quickly. 

The secret is perfecting a technique that’s as 
American as apple pie: Comparative shopping. 

Although comparing houses with different 
styles, square-footages and locations is challeng- 
ing, real estate professionals still feel it's one of 
the best methods to use when determining a 
home’s market value. 

A responsible real estate agent will effectively 
evaluate a home’s worth through a process known 
as COMPARATIVE MARKETING ANALYSIS 
(CMA). Taking a look at assets, such as a swimm- 
ing pool, bigger than normal living spaces, a fan- 
tastic view, adjacent city parks and other attrac- 
tions, the agent will begin to compare your home 
with similar properties, called “comparables” 
that have sold in the area within the last six mon- 
ths. Typically, the agent is able to recommend a 
realistic price range that will ensure top dollar ata 
reasonable price. 

However, factors such as the amount of time 
needed to sell your homes can alter the agent's 
price recommendation dramatically. 

Typically, people should check with real estate 
offices in the community to determine the typical 
duration that listings are on the market. Sales 
associates will explain that the marketing

“norms” vary with prices and properties. Based 
on this criteria, the agent feels confident that he 
or she will be able to sell it for a price that both 
the buyer and seller will be happy with. However, 
if you’re under time restraints because of unex- 
pected job changes or moving arrangements 
you’ve made on another property, this will narrow 
your chances of selling the home for top dollar in 
the market. 

Assuming you have sufficient time to market 
the home, here are a few small steps you and your 
agent can take to finding the right price for your 
property— 

The best comparison can be made with similar 
homes that have been sold within the last 60 days 
as opposed to the standard six months. Any 
longer and other factors, such as the economy, 
could cloud your view of how much your home is 
really worth. 

Another good benchmark is to review the sell- 
ing prices of homes that have just sold and are

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pending closing. Most MLS services provide infor- 
mation on deals pending that most real estate 
agents should be able to share with you. 

A good rule of thumb before setting a price is to 
make 10-15 comparisons of comparable proper- 
ties within a two-mile radius of your house. Once 
completed, you can feel comfortable that the 
price you've picked is a good gauge of the home’s 
worth and won’t discourage qualified buyers. 


Being open and honest about what you see as 
the home’s greatest strengths and biggest 
weakness will also help an agent get a better feel 
for how to best evaluate (or assess) and market 
your home. Think of your home as if you were the 
buyer. If your home is listed at the right price, 
you’re well on your way to a speedy and fruitful 
sale.

ONCE A YEAR 


Last year in Massachusetts alone, nearly 4,000 
people were afflicted with either cam- 
pylobacteriosis or salmonellosis. 

The majority of cases were reported during the 
summer months of June to September. By follow- 
ing the guidelines below, we should all be able to 
remain well fed and foodborne illness free! 

* Do not prepare food if you are ill. 

* Wash hands prior to food preparation. Wash 
and sanitize equipment between preparing raw 
and cooked foods. 

* Prepare foods close to serving time, cooking 
hot foods thoroughly and using pre-chilled ingre- 
dients for cold dishes. 

* After barbecuing, discard any leftover 
marinades or sauces, and wash all dishes and 
utensils used on raw foods.

Hospital Cautions To Be 
Careful Of Summertime BBQs 


The barbecue season is in full swing in many 
back yards, thanks to the sunny and hot weather 
we’ve been having this summer. But, some health- 
conscious eaters may have concerns about the 
possible cancer risks associated with summer 
barbecues, said Judy Dowd, R.D., a registered 
dietitian in Baystate Medical Center’s Depart- 
ment of Outpatient Nutrition. 

A number of environmental contaminants such 
as pesticides and polycyclic aromatic hydrocar- 
bons (PAHs) have been shown to cause cancer in 
test animals. PAHs have also been linked to an in- 
creased risk of stomach cancer among persons 
who eat grilled, smoked, cured, and pickled foods 
on a regular basis. 


PAHs are found in smoke created when dripp- 
ing fat hits the hot coals, Dowd explained. Ex- 
cessive salt found in many fatty, cured meats 
such as bacon and sausage can enhance the ab- 
sorption of PAHs. PAHs are also found in 


alcoholic beverages, Dowd added. 

Dowd said you don’t have to cancel your out- 
door barbecue, but it is wise to consider some 
precautions when grilling outdoors this summer. 
She noted that in addition to limiting alcohol and 
salt consumption at the barbecue, you can further 
reduce PAHs in grilled foods by: 


* Wrapping foods in foil before placing them on 
the grill. 

* Grilling only lean or well-trimmed meats. 

* Using a drip pan (be sure to keep the drip pan 
from resting directly on the coals). 

* Partially pre-cooking foods that may require 
longer cooking times (such as large bone-in 
chicken parts, raw sausage, or country-style ribs). 

* Using low-fat or non-fat marinades or basting 
sauces. 

* Dampening the coals if smoke becomes too 
heavy. 

* Not charring or overcooking foods.

Through it all the viewer gets a disjointed story 
with undefined characters and a predictable 
resolution (and no, | didn’t read the book first this 
time.)

Fish Tales 


In France, cooking is, and has been for hun- 
dreds of years, one of the country’s most honored 
professions. The stories of French cuisine are 
fascinating, intertwined as they are with the 
course of history, not only of France, but the 
world. 

In the latter half of the 17th century, France’s 
monarch was Louis XIV (Le Grand). Although 
Louis is remembered for his astute statesman- 
ship and for his support of military and artistic ex- 
cellence, these qualities are unfortunately over- 
shadowed by excesses in his personal life 
throughout much of his adult reign. Among his 
more colorful qualities was his reputation as a

SALADE NICOISE 
Serves 6 
4 small new potatoes 
Salt 


Ys pound green beans 

3 medium tomatoes, peeled 

3 eggs, hard-boiled 

Ye green bell pepper, cut into julienne 
Y2 red bell pepper, cut into julienne 
1 head lettuce 

7 oz. can tuna fish, drained 

8 anchovy fillets, drained (optional) 

1 red onion, sliced thin 

8 black olives, pitted 

VINAIGRETTE 

3 tablespoons white-wine vinegar 
Salt and freshly ground black pepper 
3 tablespoons olive oil 

6 tablespoons vegetable oil 

Rinse the potatoes, but do not peel them. Put 
them in a saucepan with cold water to cover. Br- 
ing to a boil, reduce the heat and simmer until just 
tender when pierced with the point of a knife, 
about 15 minutes. Drain and refresh under cold 
running water. Let the potatoes cool to room 
temperature and then peel and slice them into 
thin rounds. 

Snap off the ends of the beans and cut them in 
half crosswise. Cook in boiling salted water until 
crisp-tender, about 10 minutes. 

Cut the tomatoes and eggs into quarters. 

Prepare the vinaigrette: Combine the vinegar, 
salt, and pepper in a small bowl and whisk to 
blend in the oils. 

To serve, combine the potatoes; beans and pep- 
pers in a bowl. Toss with half the vinaigrette. 
Make a bed of lettuce on a serving platter and 
mound the mixeds»vegetables in the center. Flake 
the tuna fish over the vegetables. 

Cut the anchovy fillets in half lengthwise and 
arrange them in a lattice design on top of the 
tuna. Arrange the onion in rings around the base 
of the vegetables. Alternate tomato wedges and 
egg sections around the base of the salad. Gar- 
nish with the black olives. Spoon the remaining 
vinaigrette over the salad just before serving.

Being a chef at Versailles was no small task, as 
Louis had extraordinary demands for meals. 
Foods were presented one after another on trays 
large enough to require four men to carry them. 
The dishes were ornate and numerous, and it was 
Louis’ whimsical practice to take one bite from 
each and wave them back to the kitchen for 
reheating and serving to the members of his 
court. 

One of Louis’ chefs was a fellow named Vatel, 
whose claim to fame, aside from his'reputation as 
a superior chef, is that he is cuisine’s first martyr. 

FISH IN AN HERB BLANKET 
Serves 4 
1 large bunch, fresh parsley 
1 large bunch, fresh dill or basil 
1 bunch fresh thyme (optional) 
2 pounds halibut, salmon, or swordfish steaks or 
bluefish, tuna, or mackerel fillets 
1 to 2 tablespoons rice vinegar 
Salt and freshly ground black pepper 

Preheat the oven to 400F for 15 minutes. 

Rinse the herbs and chop off their stems. Rub 
the fish with the vinegar and season with salt and 
pepper. 

Set the fish in a baking pan and cover with the 
herbs. Bake until the fish is cooked through, 15 to 
20 minutes. (It takes longer because of the herbs.) 

When. the fish is done, discard the herbs and 
serve the fish hot.

Man’s best friend gets top billing in these great 
films starring some of moviedom’s most popular 
movie mutts! 

* Benji 

Director: Joe Camp. 1974. Rated G, 1 hour and 26 
minutes. Starring: Peter Breck, Deborah Walley, Edgar 
Buchanan, Frances Bavier, and Patsy Garrett. 

Undisputeably, one of the most loved pooches 
ever to emerge from the silver screen is Benji. His 
self-titled motion picture debut tells a relatively 
simple story of the dog’s rescue of two kidnapped 
children. 

There are numerous reasons why the film is so 
appealing. The most intriguing of these reasons is 
the intense emotional involvement of the au- 
dience. Cleverly, Joe Camp achieves this involve- 
ment from a very elementary and virtually univer- 
sal feeling that most people have towards the 
family pup. : 

This feeling is the tendency for people to treat 
their dogs as a person. In Benji, the dog does 
some very human-like things. This hooks the au- 
dience from the opening segments and the hold is 
tightened by Camp’s decision to put Benji in 
some very perilous predicaments. What logically 
results is some stimulating entertainment. 

Some very touching underlying themes are also 
subtlely conveyed from Benji. Such themes in- 
clude love, fidelity, and devotion; all of which are 
incorporated within the characterization of the 
dog and oftentimes serves as his motive for risk- 
ing his life to save the children. 

Benji is another wholesome film that is gret fun 
for the whole family. It tells a simple story that is 
enhanced by carefully inserted, particularly emo- 
tional involvement. Furthermore, the heartwarm- 
ing themes embodied in the main character of 
Benji make the film a cherished experience.

Audience involvement is of the same type of 
magnitude as in Benji. A nice touch to this story is 
that the bond between the dog and the human is 
specifically narrowed down to one peron, the 
young boy. It is the intensity of the bond between 
the two that makes the film so enthralling. 

As far as messages delivered, Lassie Come Home 
delivers a very touching one. This message is that 
seemingly insurmountable odds can be overcome 
with love and faith.

To Be Keynote At 
MTA Conference 


Senator Edward M. Kennedy will deliver the 
keynote address at the opening session of the 
24st Annual MTA Summer Leadership Conference 
on August 9th at Williams College in 
Williamstown. Several members of the Agawam 
Education Association will be attending. 

The theme of the week-long conference is “A 
Voice for Quality,” and participants will devote 
most of their time to studying and preparin for 
implementing the state’s new education reform 
jaw when schools reopen in September. More 
than 1,000 educators from across Massachusetts 
representing public elementary, secondary and 
higher education will hone their leadership skills 
in 11 major instructional “tracks,” and 13 ‘“mini- 
tracks.” 

“The sole purpose of education reform is to 
enhance the quality for all students,” said MTA 
President Robert J. Murphy. “MTA and its 
members want to be a strong voice for quality 
education in the coming months and years, and 
we know that actively involved educators are the 
key to the success of the new law,” he added. 
“This conference will focus on every aspect of the 
law, as it pertains to students, teachers, ad- 
ministrators, superintendents, school commit- 
tees, and the role of the State Department of 
Education.” 

Senator Kennedy’s 4:00 p.m. keynote address in 
Chapin Hall will stress the importance of pro- 
viding educators with the technological support 
they need to help educate students for the 21st 
century. Senator Kennedy sponsored the 
Technology for Education Act of 1993, which 
seeks to establish a comprehensive system 
through which technology-enhanced curriculum, 
instruction, and administrative support can be 
provided to schools and teachers nationwide.

Other tracks include Higher Education, Oc- 
cupational/Vocational Education, Communica- 
tions, Health Care, Local Presidents, Technology, 
Political Action, Schoo! Nurses, Labor Relations, 
Human Relations, and Minority Affairs, Local 
Treasurers and Total Quality Management. 

Teacher of the Year Steve Levy of Lexington will 
be given a special award at Monday’s Opening 
Session. 

Senator Kennedy’s address will begin promptly 
at 4:00 p.m. in Chapin Hall. Conference program 
booklets with complete listings of all workshop 
times and locations will be available on Monday, 
August 9th at the registration table in Baxter Hall.

Mistake — Not Visualizing Your Shot 

Most teaching professionals, especial- 
ly those who are on the pro tour, agree 
that as many as 75 percent of all golf er- 
rors are mental. In golf (as in most sports) 
itis mistake not to use your “inner game” 
—your thinking—to improve your shots. 

A negative mental attitude (‘I can’t 
possibly make that shot’) or building up a 
mental specter of “a miss’—actually 
“seeing” the ball*go into the lip of the 
bank for a bogie or worse—helps make 
the instant bad dream come true. 

Usually, the head full of negatives 
tends to freeze up and stiffen the parts of 
the body you need for your shot. 

Correction 

Think positively! Imagine that you are 
going to make that shot or come darn 
close! Whether you call it Positive Mental 
Attitude, inner golf, or just fantasizing, 
the procedure is: 

1) Line up your shot. 

2) Decide on the proper flight the ball 
must take to go where you want it to go. 

3) As you prepare to hit the ball, IM- 
AGINE the ball describing the flight pat- 
tern you have visualized, right to the hole! 

4) EXPECT the ball to follow your men- 
tal plan for it. 

This is a good way to keep business 
and other worries from intruding on the 
concentration it takes to make a good 
golf shot. 

Carrying Positive Mental Attitude a 
step further, sports therapist Karen L. 
Reischel, while on the faculty of the 
University of Washington, made studies 
on successes and failures in six sports. 

She concluded: “Those athletes who 
imagined themselves as winners—could 
actually see themselves being con- 
gratulated after a shot or match—in fact 
were nearly 40 percent more effective 
than non-visualizing opponents of other- 
wise equal ability.”

Sportsmen On Guard!!! 


Sportsmen always have to be on guard, and itis 
a continuous running battle the sportsmen face 
every day to protect their rights. : 

The Endangered Species Act is coming up for 
reauthorization this year and neanhige have 
started with the extremists attending in force. 

Sportsmen aim to replace Endangered Species 
confusion with Common Sense. The Wildlife 
Legislative Fund of America has taken on the bat- 
tle for the Sportsmen Coalition, which consists of 
1.5 million members. 

Rick Story, executive director of the Wildlife 
Legislative Fund of America, is carrying the torch 
for the sportsmen across the nation. 

Conservation organizations represented on the 
coalition’s campaign steering committee include 
American Archery Council, Archery Manufac- 
turers Organization, Buckmasters, Dallas Safari 
Club, Foundation for North American Wild Sheep, 
Furtakers of America, Houston Safari Club, Inter- 
national Bowhunting Organization of U.S.A., 
Mzuri Wildlife Foundation, and National Field Ar- 
chery Association. 

Story, whose organization provides direct lobby 
services for sportsmen’s issues, says that the 
Sportsmen’s Coalition goals are three-fold: 

* To prevent animal rights extremists from us- 
ing the Act to attack hunting, and in turn, advance 
their own radical agenda. 

* To improve the scientific process by which en- 
dangerment determinations are made. 

* To formally recognize in the Act the impact 
trea ues of the sportsman as a conserva- 
tionist. 

Sportsmen Pay More Than Their Fair Share 

Sportsmen currently pay for nearly 80% of the 
nation’s wildlife management programs (in- 
cluding those for game, non-game, and en- 
dangered species). It is only right that everyone 
pay their fair share for ESA conservation pro- 
grams. 

Currently, the Interior Secretary may, of his voli- 
tion, decide to list a species without the benefit of 
complete scientific research. 

A recent settlement between the Department of 
Interior and the Fund for Animals, made out of 
court, specifies that the department will step up 
the process by which some 1,800 wildlife species 
could be added to the endangered list of 1996. The 
kicker is that while many of those species are in- 
sects, their listing has a direct adverse affect on 
recreation as well as conservation by sealing off 
“critical habitat’ and closing off land. 

Story notes that the WLFA—a nonprofit 
organization dependent solely on voluntary con- 
tributions—is bearing nearly a third of the cost of 
the $500,000 Common Sense campaign. 

Story urges America’s 70 million hunters, trap- 
pers and anglers to contact their senators and 
representatives today in support of Common 
Sense Amendments to the ESA. 

That show of sportmen’s unity is what will 
ultimatley drive the amendments package 
through Congress.
